Harmony was the keynote of the 
meeting of the Republican Association 
of Lower Merion and Narberth, held 
last Thursday evening at the Casa Del 
Rey in Haverford. Particularly so was 
it the outstanding theme of the 
speeches made by the Lower Merion 
political leaders who called attention to 
the fact that this district had been 
given large appropriations for road 
work and a place on the county organ- 
ization slate in the primaries this fall. 

William G. Hower, Bryn Mawr pub- 
lisher, will be the Lower Merion-Nar- 
berth representative on the county 
slate. He announced at the meeting 
that he had decided to become a candi- 
date for Recorder of Deeds instead of 
County Treasurer, after being assured 
that he might expect the support of 
County Leader Charles Johnson for 
this office. Mr. Hower was endorsed 
for this position by the Association. 

Others endorsed for the county slate 
were Samuel Crawford, of Norristown, 
and Daniel Stout, of Glenside, for Re- 
publican County Commissioners; Judge 
Harold K. Knight for the Common 
Pleas Court, and Judge J. Burnett Hol- 
land for the Orphans' Court. Three of 
these, Messrs. Crawford, Stou. .r-d 
Holland, attended the meeting, spoke 
and gave thanks for their individual 
endorsements. 

Judge Holland, who admitted to a 
youthful forty years of age when ap- 
pointed recently to the vacancy on the 
Orphans' Court bench caused by the 
death of Judge Solly, impressed the 
sixty stalwarts who attended the 
dinner-meeting. His father, Judge 
William Holland, who served on the 
Federal Court bench, was one time Re- 
publican leader for Montgomery coun- 
ty, and Judge Holland promised the 
stalwarts that he intended to live up to 
the tradition for public service which 
he had inherited.

People Waded, Motors Stalled, 
Brooks Rose— Main Line Was All Wet 



Baths were given hundreds of com- 
mut"rs along the Main Line last Sat- 
urc'riv morning when the small cloud- 
burst which flooded Philadelphia in- 
vac'^'d the suburbs as well. Com- 
mencing shortly after 1 A. M., the 
downoour continued until nearly 8 
o'clock. When it slackened, com- 
muters rejoiced and made for their 
trains — and then the deluge began. 

At Narberth the passenger tunnel 
through which north-side commuters 
must walk before catching the 8.29 
train for Philadelphia, was filled with 
.18 inches of water, which flowed 
through chinks in the brick archway. 
Rubbers were no good here — the 
water came up even above the height 
of galoshes. 

Passengers were permitted to cross 
the railroad tracks, boarding the train 
by means of steps on the north side, 
which the train crew made ready. In 
Merion the tunnel was even more 
deeply flooded. 



Motorists passing beneath the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad arch at Wynnewood 
station Saturday morning found a lake 
where the road should have been. One 
car forded the lake at its deepest 
point and finally stalled when almost 
on shore in water that reached to its 
hubs. 

Creeks here and there along the 
Main Line were swollen to flood pro- 
portions. Indian Creek became a 
young river. 

Narberth's new storm sewers were 
tested to the limit. Although they 
carried off almost all the surface water 
iii their 36-inch terra cotta -pipes, the 
basements of many stores along Hav- 
erford avenue were flooded. 

Before noon the downpour ceased, 
following a precipitation of 1.94 inch. 
No great damage was done along the 
Main Line, although many drenched 
residents complained that things, so 
far as they were concerned, were all 
wet.

Commissioner Stout, after thanking 
the Association for the endorsement it 
gave him, assured the members that 
tlje . county . commission realized and 
recognized the importance" of Lower 
Merion in things political in Montgom- 
ery county. He then told of the new 
annex to the county courthouse which 
his commission now has before it. 

"We have been proceeding slowly on 
this project," he declared, "because we 
want to be sure of our ground before 
going ahead. When we let the con- 
tract it will be for an absolute fixed 
price. There will be no 'extras' to 
boost the cost later on." He devoted 
;he rest of his speech to outlining in a 
general way the work of the County^ 
Commissioners. 

Reports from organization headquar- 
ters at Norristown this week indicated 
that in addition to Commissioners 
Stout and Crawford, Judges Knight 
and Holland and Editor Hower for 
Recorder of the Deeds, the following 
county officers would be placed upon 
the Johnson county slate for re-nomi- 
nation and re-election in the fall: Reg- 
ister of Wills, Robert C. Miller, of Nor- 
ristown; District Attorney, Frank X. 
Renninger, of Cheltenham; County 
Controller, William C. Irwin, of 
Ambler; Clerk of Courts, Harold C. 
Mechtel, of Pottstown. 

No Sheriff Candidate Yet. 

Sheriff William H. Fox, of Skip- 
pack, who is prevented by law from 
succeeding himself, will in all likelihood 
be switched to County Treasurer, the 
post at present held by Frank W. Shal- 
kop, of Trappe. This leaves only the 
office of Sheriff still without an of- 
ficially recognized candidate. 

This tentative official slate provides 
only for the elimination of two present 
county officeholders. They are B. Paul 
Sheeder, Recorder of Deeds and Potts- 
town leader who turned in for Vare 
at the last election, and Shalkop, the 
Treasurer. Sheeder is definitely out of 
the good graces of the organization, 
but Shalkop may or may not be taken 
care of before Leader Johnson presents 
his full slate to the Republican voters 
for endorsement. 

Present indications are that the pri- 
mary on September 20 will be a love 
feast in the county. Dr. Wilson, of 
Ambler still claims that he will be a 
candidate for Register of Wills whether 
or no he gets the Johnson endorse- 
ment, but this is the only present rift 
in the harmony emanating from the 
organization lute. Even if Dr. Wilson 
does stray off the organization reser- 
vation, it is not generally believed that 
he will be able to make a serious fight 
"gainst the Johnson slate.

Preliminary work on the widening 
of Montgomery pike from City Line 
in Bala to Cheswold lane in Haver- 
ford, was started this week by the 
Union Paving Company, which was 
awarded the contract last week by the 
county commissioners. 

Commencing in Bala, the pike is 
being marked for excavations. Some 
Lower Merion residents are being em- 
ployed in the preliminary work which 
consists of pegging the sides of the 
road at intervals of 100 feet and 
painting the distance from the start- 
ing point in white letters on the road 
itself. 

Materials have already been placed 
by the construction company along 
the pike and real work, it is expected, 
will begin the latter part of this week 
or early next. 

This will be the second part of 
Montgomery pike to undergo recon- 
struction. Several weeks ago the Sub- 
urban Construction Company of Ard- 
more, was awarded a contract by the 
county for the rebuilding of the town- 
ship part of Montgomery pike, which 
runs from Haverford to Gulf Mills. 

Increased co-operation by the State 
was promised last week in Montgom- 
ery county's road building projects. 
Commissioners will be consulted be- 
fore further contemplated changes are 
made in the State road program, as a 
result of this change in policy. 

For some time the State has gone 
ahead with plans on various roads, 
cutting through properties, incurring 
property damages, and making 
changes without the sanction of the 
county commissioners. The counties, 
in turn, have been obliged to make 
payments on these damage claims as 
well as to hear the complaints.

APPOINT NEW TEACHERS 



Admission to the Narberth Kinder- 
garten will be limited to children who 
will not be less than five years of age 
on or before January 1, 1928, as a re- 
sult of a decision made last Friday 
evening by the Narberth School Board 
at its regular July meeting. However, 
if the limit of attendance is not reached 
under this restriction younger children 
may be admitted after the school is 
organized. 

The kindergarten is the result of the 
school beard's prompt action on peti- 
tion of m-mbers of the Mothers' Coun- 
cil, which was organized by the 
Women's Community Club this spring. 
During its first year, while still in the 
experimental stage, the kindergarten 
class will be held in the Legion room 
of the Community Building, through 
courtesy of the American Legion, in 
co-operation with Borough Council. 

When school opens, September 17, 
it is expected many mothers will take 
advantage of the opportunity to send 
their youngsters to the new extension 
of the Narberth school system. All 
children applying for admission to 
either the kindergarten or first grade 
must present certificates showing suc- 
cessful vaccination. 

Miss Esther M. Cherry was ap- 
pointed as instructor in Domestic 
Science and General Science by the 
School Board at its meeting Friday. 
She is a graduate of West Chester 
Normal and of Penn State College. 
The selection of Thomas Clark and 
Evelyn Humpton as playground direc- 
tors was also approved by the Board. 
Mr. Clark is a Ursinus graduate, and 
Miss Humpton is a graduate of West 
Chester Normal School. All three 
teachers have had experience, and are 
well recommended. 

The bonds of Tax Collector Edwin 
P. Dold, who is also treasurer for the 
School Board, were presented to the 
Board and approved. Report was 
made that the Powell Construction 
Company has completed its work on 
the passageway connecting the two 
Narberth schools, on Sabine avenue.

Tabulation of voters entitled to cast 
a ballot at the primary election, Sep- 
tember 20, is under way at the Mont- 
gomery county court house under the 
supervision of County Commissioners 
Stout, Crawford and Keelor.

Was It the Car or the Tire the 
Thieves Wanted? Wonders Mr. Duffy 



Into Philadelphia one day last week 
went Patrick J. Duffy, proprietor of 
the service station at Brookhurst ave- 
nue near Montgomery pike. His stock 
of tires was low, and the purpose of 
his visit was the hurried purchase for 
a customer of a Goodyear, at the 
agency where Broad and Somerset 
streets intersect. While the tire was 
being placed in his car, Mr. Duffy re- 
mained inside the supply agency a 
moment, completing payment for a 
previous purchase. 

When he came out to drive his 
Buick away the tire was gone. So was 
the Buick. It was a powerful car, 1926 
model, and Mr. Duffy's heart was in 
his boots when he informed the police 
of its theft. He feared no police car 
could outdistance it. 

Three clays later the Philadelphia 
police informed him the car had been 
recovered at Branchtown, near Ogontz.' 
It was minus the new tire, and" bore 



hurriedly, after the thieves had tried 
to strip it of its own tires as well. It 
was out of gas, and its mileage was 218 
more than when Mr. Duffy had last 
seen it. 

Mr. Duffy paid a $10 charge levied 
by the police for towing the car just 
one block to a gas station, and drove 
it home. Meanwhile, he had gotten 
another Goodyear tire for his customer, 
paying for it a second time. But at 
any rate he suffered no loss on ac- 
count of the theft of the Buick.
